T he use of sacckarometer in deter­ 
mining the necessary sweetuees to pro- 
duco a good ruisin m ust necessarily 
come into vogue if wo are to accomplish 
uniform and valuable results. 
How 
much sugar there should be in the juice 
of a Mu-mat grape at the time it is 
picked, in order to make a good raisin, 
has never yet been satisfactorily deter­ 
mined, but this much ought to be appar­ 
ent after a little reflection: In drying 
the raisinB the juice becomes condensed, 
the w atery part evaporates and a ayrnp 
of natural grape-sugar remains. 
The 
less sugar there ia in the juice the drier 
the raisin will appear to be when it ia 
thoroughly cured, owing to the absence 
of such sngar, and trie more likely it ia 
to spoil when it encounters moist at­ 
mospheres, aa it is known that condensed 
grape juice, containing a very large per- 
oeuiago, say 70 or 80 per cent, of sugar, 
will not fernacut. 
All good raisins may 
therefore properly be called sugir-cured,

P r o f . P r o c t o r o n ( lie E a r t h q u a k e . 
Prof. Richard A. Proctor discusses, in 
the October North American Review, 
th e various theories relating to earth, 
quakes, aud, iu regard to the recent one 
a t Charleston, makes these reassuring 
rem arks: 
“ Of course, the great question which 
must be in ail mcu's miuils in connection 
w ith this great earthquake is th is—How 
far can we hereafter trust to that im­ 
m unity from destructive earthquakes 
which in the Eastern States of America 
have seemed so complete? All the opii • 
ions expressed by geologists respecting 
the cause of this lost great disturbance 
are unimportant compared with the ques­ 
tion whether Charleston ¡s likely to be 
again visited by an earthquake of the 
same destructive sort. 
Now, if it shall 
appear on inquiry that the forces which 
have partially destroyed Charleston, and 
seriously shaken the Southern States, 
have iu reality been torces which found 
relief in the great disturbance, aud are 
not likely soon (by which I mean within 
perhaps hundreds of years) to need relief 
of the sort again, then it will m atter lit­ 
tle whether the earti quake was brought 
about by a great land-slide beneath the 
sea, us some have suggested, or by im­ 
prisoned and superheated steam, as 
others have surmised, or (as is perhaps 
more probable than either view) by the 
Accumulated effect of strains ami tensions 
resulting from tha steady process of con­ 
traction which the earth’9 crust is all the 
tim e undergoing. 
We may, even in this 
case, recogoiz: in the loug immunity 
which the United States have enjoyed 
from destructive earthquakes, the evi­ 
dence of future safety, seeing th a t one 
great d a’nrbuice seems to have sufficed 
to work off the accumulated subterranean 
tensions ot many centuries; and as long 
a time of comparative quiescence may be 
expected to f j IIow the present earthquake 
as we know preceded it.”

PENOLOGICAL COMMISSION. 


I m p o r t a n t R e p o r t s o n P r i s o n ? 
I t l a t t e r s S u b m i t t e d . 
A meeting of th e California Stale 
Penological 
Commission, 
which 
was 
called into lifo by Senate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 5, approved February 
16, 1885, was held at tLe Palace Hotel 
last eveuiug. 
The Cimimssiou consists 
of 
W . 
C. Heudrioks, John 
Bougs, 
Charles Sonntag, Jam es H. W ilkius and 
R obert T. 
Devlin. 
Of 
these 
ouly 
Messrs. Hendrick?, Soniitng and Devi n 
were present. 
Mr. Hcudricka occupied 
the chair and Mr. Devlin acted as Sec­ 
retary. 
Among tbose present were 
Charles Montgomery, Superintendent of 
the Home for Discharged Couvicts; Gen. 
J .C . Sullivan anil J . M. Hutchings of 
Yosemite. 
President Hendricks handed in a writ 
ten report comprising 400 page?, giving 
a vast uinouut of information iu refer­ 
ence to peual institutions, number of 
convicts aud cost of keeping them ami 
other facts. 
The report claims that 
$400,000,000 of dead capital was invested 
iu tho penitentiaries of the country and 
th at crimo was greatly on the increase. 
Hu claims that the percentage of crim­ 
inals in California is unduly large, the 
prisons showing an aggregate of 2200 
convicts, with an alarming increase. 
The report dealt of the subject under 
three heads: The preventive stage, the 
incarceration stage and the after stage. 
Iu C d ifo rn u prison reform has in the 
main been devotid to the second stage. 
The report cited the fact that all coun­ 
tries and States had adopted means of 
protecting unfortunate children, of fos­ 
tering anil educatiug them , but that thus 
far not much bad been done in th¡B di­ 
rection in California. 
The report finally 
recommended the pa-sage of an act for 
the establishm ent of a school similar to 
the Michigan State public school, which 
has been iu successful operation for ten 
years. 
M r. Hendricks also made a supple­ 
m ental report of his recent trip East, on 
which he visited all the prisons aud re­ 
formatory iuditutions in the country. 
Only tweuty-five pages of this 195-page 
report were read. 
The leading ques­ 
tion was: 
“ Should the State do any­ 
thing to help worthy discharged con­ 
victs into self-sustaining free life? 
If so, 
what anil how? 
From even a moneyed 
standpoint is it not economy to d o so ? ” 
The replies generally favored aid, both 
financially and through authorized em­ 
ploym ent agencies. 
The parolo system 
in vogue in Ohio was generally com­ 
mended. 
B oth 
reports 
were 
received 
and 
placed on tile, to be utilizetl in making 
the annual report of the Commission to 
the Governor. 
Upon request Mr. Montgomery ad­ 
dressed the meeting on “ Aid to Dis­ 
charged Prisoners.” 
He regarded the 
reports submi ted as able and valuable. 
The great difficulty to overcome is the 
prejudice againss ex couvicts. 
No con- 
ict can be reformed unless he is given 
employment. 
The public must be edu­ 
cated to the fact th at convicts can bw 
reformed. 
The speaker sa d he annually 
cared for 200 cx-eouvicts, and 93 per 
cent reform. 
He claimed that prisoners 
discharged from the penitentiaries are 
not physically able to work, “ being 
starved out.” 
They must first be built 
up. 
He believed that aids of this sort 
should be left in private hands, with 
assistance from the State. 
If made State 
institutions they would get mixed up in 
politics. 
W e must steer clear of tnat. 
These places should be in the hands of 
good Christian men. Such men can re­ 
form the 
most 
hardened criminals. 
Kinduess will do anything w ith them . 
Certificate of good character from pris­ 
on officials was commended And the pa­ 
role system approved of. 
The speaker 
believed th at many men in San Quentin 
had thoroughly reformed, and said that 
if he was Govtrnor he would pardon at 
least 200, with benefit to the prisoners 
and the State. 
M r. Hendricks explained that under 
the authority vested iu the Governor 
the Prison Commissioners were making 
two experiments on the parole system, 
with satisfactory results thus far. 
Horatio Seym our’s Fourth of Ju ly ad­ 
dress to the convicts at Sing Sing, N. V , 
was then read, and the Commission ad­ 
journed to meet at the call of the Chair. 
—[S. F. Chronicle.

'■'toe N e w C u r r e n c y . 
The national banks are retiring their 
currency quite rapidly, and it is fortun­ 
ate that the silver circulating notes, iu 
small denominations, are now being is­ 
sued. 
The elements of confidence in this cur­ 
rency are such th at it will be as uniform 
in par value, nnd as ourrent everywhere, 
as are the greenbacks and uatioual bank 
notes. 
On the back of every silver note is 
plainly printed this legalized condition: 
"T his certificate is receivable fo r cus­ 
toms, taxes and all public dues, and 
when so received may Ite reissued." 
They ouu be legally counted ia nation­ 
al bank reserves, and no national bank 
can be a member of any clearing-house 
th at refuses these notes in settlement of 
debtor balances. 
These conditions are such th at the 
silver notes will [be as popular, and aa 
universally currentfas greenbacks. 
The financial bearings of this issue of 
paper currency are: 
First—It m ore than neutializes the ef­ 
fect of the surrendering of uatioual bank 
notes. 
Second—I t takes from the Treasury 
its ownership of some ninety m illions of 
silver dollars, and substitutes an equal 
amount of gold and greenbacks, thus 
warding off any danger of dropping from 
the gold to th e silver standard. 
Third—It enables the Treasury to call 
in all the .*( per cent, bonds w ithout the 
risk of having to offer silver dollars in 
payment. 
F ourth—I t will work a gradual and 
desirable expansion. 
Fifth—I t obliterates the ueecssity of 
handling any inetalic currency except 
small change. 


I r a V. H o l d . 
The oflice of Superintendent of Publio 
D istinction is one that, little less than 
the Justice? of the Supreme Court, 
ihould be above und beyond the mere 
-xigencies of partisau politics. It should 
be tilled by a ir.an not ouly thoroughly 
versed iu the art of education aud famil­ 
iar w ith its routine and necessities, but 
one also in complete sym pathy with the 
aims of the public school system and 
who will bring earnest, honest aud in­ 
telligent endeavor to the promotion of 
its efficiency. 
There are reasons independently of 
party politics why Ira G. Hoitt, who is 
th e Republican nominee for the office of 
State Superintendent should not be elect­ 
ed. 
T hese reasons are such as will ap­ 
peal to the common sense ef every man 
in sym pathy with our publio schools, no 
m atter what may be his political beliefs. 
Mr. H o itt was, up to the time of his 
election as a School Director of this city, 
an employe1 of the book publishing firm 
of Bancroft & Co. 
In this there is no 
discredit. 
But Bancroft & Co., are in­ 
terested in the school text-book question. 
W hen the bill providing for the printing 
and distribution of text-books by the 
State at a merely nominal oost was be­ 
fore th e Legislature, Ira G. H oitt nseil 
his utm ost to defeat it. 
He personally 
im portuned members of the Legislature 
to vote against it, or kill it in some other 
way. 
A t the time he was in the employ 
of a book publishing firm largely inter­ 
ested in the defeat of the m easure. 
Fred. M. Campbell, present School Su­ 
perintendent of Oakland, who placed 
H oitt in nomination at Los Angeles, 
used every expedient in his power to 
defeat the bill. 
He and H oitt w rked 
together for that pqrposo. 
Nevertheless 
the bill pa sed. 
Now the text-books 
printed by the State are nearly ready for 
distribution. They will cost tho people 
ouly from one-third to one-half the 
am ount now paid for books of the same 
cbuB. 
They afford a great saving to 
poor people desirous of giving their 
children all the educational advantages 
the State affords. 
If the Bystem under 
w’hich they are printed is successful we 
shall be done with book monopolies, and 
rings and combinations in school boards 
which redound to the benefit of some 
publisher at the expense of the public. 
Now the test of the system will he 
made during the administration of the 
next State School Superintendent. 
Suc­ 
cess iu a great measure will depend upon 
his friendship and zeal for th e new books. 
A lukewarm friend may cripple the sys­ 
tem, and o secret foe may have i* iu his 
power to destroy it or render it so bur­ 
densome aud annoying a? to cause its 
abolishment. 
The State has incurred 
something like $250,000 expenee in per­ 
fecting this system. 
If it is destroyed 
now there will be this great loss to the 
working people of the boon of cheap 
school books.—S. F. Examiner. 


A C o u p le o f O ld l l r u a * I 'l e r n . 
Maj. C. H . Ross, of the G. A. R of 
Milwaukee, received recently two small 
cannon, which have been playing their 
part in the world's eveuts for nearly fonr 
centuries. 
They are brass pieces, and 
were cast ia H olland in the year 1514, 
To g&zc upon this miniature artillery is 
to carry one back to the times of Charles 
V. and bis ambitious schemes, which left 
his heir one of the mightiest empires of 
this world. 
The caunon in question arc 
twenty-five inchos in length and five in­ 
ches in diam eter at the breach. 
The 
bore is one and three-fourth inches. The 
handles, for convenience in mounting, 
which are prominent features iu early 
artillery, are shown in the pieces. 
Ju st 
forward of the breech is a plate boarJug 
the date of casting, while a few inches 
from the muzzle is a raised profile head 
of a sixteenth-century nobleman, prob­ 
ably the governor of the district iu which 
the guus were made. 
They arc both mounted on old-fash­ 
ioned, b at m iniature, ship’s carriage?, 
about fourteen .inches in height. 
As the 
guns nro plainly meant for field service, 
w ith none of the peculiar characteristics 
of carronades, it is probable th at the car­ 
riages are of a different and much later 
era than the guns. 
In fact, as now 
mounted, they bear the appearance of 
having been used on board u yacht as 
sigual guns. 
W hat their earlier history 
i? m ust ever rem ain enveloped in mys­ 
tery .—Chicago Timet.

W e h av e sev ­ 
eral h u n d re d v arieties. 
D ow ning says 
" T h e ap p le is th e w orld ren o w n ed fru it 
^ e m p erate clim ates.” 
T h e g ro w th , 
rze and q u a lity v ary in different lo cali­ 
ties. 
Som e ap p les a re ad ap ted to one 
locality, au d in o th e r localities w ill n o t 
succeed a t all. 
T h e apple is b e tte r 
know n th a n any o th e r fru it, am i all 
th in g s considered

As a food it can be com pared 
to bread ai d m eat. 
Its use is conducive 
to h ealth an d it can be used in various 
w ays. 
V ast q u an tities of th is fru it are con­ 
sum ad, tu rnU hiug a good and w h o le­ 
som e diet for th e m illions. 
In fact, it 
is hard to say to o m uch 
ab o u t th o 
ap p le as a food. 
B u t I am rem inded 
th a t I had b e tte r com m ence a t th e be­ 
ginning of th e ap p le— in th e n u rsery. 
T h e apple is grow n b y th e n u rsery m an , 
eith e r by b u d d in g o r graftiug, p lan ted 
in th e n u rsery six inches a p a rt, in row s 
th ree feet ap a rt, an d w hen one y e a r old 
are from fo u r to six feet high, an d at 
th a t age should 
be p lan ted 
in th e 
o rchard. 
A fte r p lan tin g in th e o rch ard 
th e trees sh o u ld all be cu t b ack to a u n i­ 
form h eig h t of th re e an d a h alf feet. 
T hen keep all th e buds an d sp ro u ts 
bbed off below 
tw o 
f«et, leaving 
grow ing on every side, an d 
w hen two y ears old c u t back tw o -th ird s 
of th e last season’s gro w th , and a t such 
distance from th e tru n k th a t th e en d s ef 
them will form a p y ram id , an d all pru u - 
ing done afterw ard s from y ear to year 
w ill become easy, to any one w ho has 
atten d ed to these ru les. 
T h e orohardlst m u s t k eep th e tre e so 
th in n ed o u t or c u t back 
as to ad m it 
lig h t and air to p reserv e th e vigor an d 
sym m etry of th e tree . 
T h e cen tral au d 
u p rig h t branches w ill require to be cu t 
back m ost. 
T his general plan sh o u ld 
be followed from y e a r to year, p ru n in g 
superfluous b ran ch es 
o u t or c u ttin g 
back, as your ju d g m en t m ay deem best, 
rem em bering th ere is very little daD ger 
of pru n in g to o m uch. 
If you w ant y o u r 
fru it b etter an d larger, p ru n e y o u r trees 
m ore th an th e above indicates. 
T h e a p ­ 
p le will grow on th o m ost of soils, b u t 
in C alifornia a stro n g , rich soil is the 
best. 
I t will grow ou a sandy soil aud 
p roduce good tru t, b u t a deep, rich soil 
is preferable. 
Cold, w e t soil, w h ere th e 
w ater is near tho surface, íb u o t su itab le 
for th e apple. 
As to th e d istauce, a p ­ 
p le trees should be p lan ted 25 to 30 feet 
a p a ri; is a? uear as they can be p lau ted 
and do w ell. 
In th is county apple tree s 
a re usually p lanted too n ear to g eth er. 
T h e o ro h ard ist will g et m ore ap p les to 
th e aero 25 to 30 feet ap a rt than he will 
12 feet ap a rt. 
In this connection I 
w ould im press upon those w ho th iu k of 
" laitlin g ap p le trees to plow deep, 8 to 
12 inches, an d u n d er no circum stances 
:o aovr barley o r an y sm all grain o r al- 
alfa am ong y our tree s. 
I t will alw ays 
y to m anure y o u r ap p le trees, as well 
an y o th er Ireo. 
N ow , as to cu ltiv a- 
ion, cu ltiv a te th o ro u g h ly an d k ee p 
■ r iu p il w ell pulverizad an d all w eeds 
iestroyed; In 
o th e r w ords, keep th e or- 
h a rd e n tire ly free from weeds, and 
iever 
irrig a te y o u r ap p le or an y o th e r 
leoiduous fru it trees, in o rdinary soils. 
There is no q u estio n in m y m ind b u t 
b a t all deciduous fru its , an d also grapes, 
!ikn be successfully grow n by p lan tiu g 
a fa ir to go o d soil, plow ed deep an d 
;e p t th o roughly cu ltiv ated , in alm o st 
lay locality in C alifornia, w ith o u t irri- 
¡ation. 
H o ed crops o r sm all fru its can 
* planted betw een th e trees in th e or- 
ihard six feet aw ay from 
the tre e , for 
h e first six o r eig h t years. 
N ow , I w ould call th e atten tio u o f or* 
th arJiJts to th in n in g o u t th e fru it from 
heir apple trees.

plow' open a furrow th ree o r fo u r inches 
deep, and d ro p th e w a ln u ts ab o u t 18 to 
24 in ch es a p a rt in th e fa rro w , then co v ­ 
er w ith a plow , harrow th e lan d and tho 
p lan tin g is done.

I have been viaiting in Loa Argeles 
county for the past month, and find it 
so totally different from the northern 
portion of the State, both aa respecting 
its topography and its people, that 1 
thought a few linea frjrn a Sacramentan 
would prove of iutereat to your many 
readers. That it is to-day one of the 
most thriving sections in the United 
States there is no question of doubt. 
Business of all kinds is driving. 
No 
one who is out of employment need be 
so if he is inclined to work, and the 
wages paid for mechanics or general la­ 
borers is equal to that paid in the north, 
and the cost of living is as cheap here 
aa in Sacramento. The city of Los An­ 
geles is estimated to have a populatiou 
of some SO,000, SO per cent, of which 
la an Eastern immigration that liascoine 
here within the past two years. There 
ia no cessation to the influx. 
EVERY TRAIN BRINGS NEW ADDITIONS, 
Men of means, who come ht-re to boy 
little hornea, where thev can enjoy the 
delightlulaesa of this climate and edu­ 
cate their children in educational insti­ 
tutions that have no superiors.

Why are the prices of this poor land 
ao much in excess of that of the north?

tions of middle and northern California. 
I think I have found, nt'leaat if not the

Cities rise au-l expand. Look at them 
now aud see how m-iuy of the noblest 
edifices owe their origiu to miners and 
mines, ami how few to the products of 
your grain fields, vineyards, or wide ex­ 
tended rastnre lands. Hut for the gold­ 
en hills of the Sierra, San Franciseo 
would be but a straggling hamlet by the 
sea.The time was when the Legislature of 
the State declared milling to be the para­ 
mount interest of the coast, to be foster­ 
ed and protected. Farther on Congress 
provided for tbe sale of the mineral lands, 
and on the patenta of title is the proof 
that the lands were sold for a purpose. 
The Government lias taken the money 
with a distinct understanding and 
through its courts declared the under­ 
standing shall not be carried out. The 
miner, after building canals, aqueducts, 
great lakes for the storage of water, af­ 
ter investing a lifetime at one pursuit, 
and what little money he Las saved, in 
land valuable only for its gold in gravel, 
is suddenly stopped from his enterprise 
without the Government so much os in­ 
quiring ¡uto tbe equities involved, or in­ 
vestigating scientifically to ace if the 
great uvocation of miniug can he pur­ 
sued. Tbe flow into the channels of 
trade of millious of dollars a year ha» 
been stopped. Cities languish, for a 
great and invigorating industry is check­ 
ed, and tbe principle ¡aid down by tbe 
courts that would stop the descent of 
mountuin soil that is not barren, must 
soon close the quartz mills and silence 
their thousands of stamps, for tbe sands 
from pulverized rock are thosandsnf the 
desert. If tbe courts can stop the flow 
of a million tons of soil on which in its 
now location in the valleys the choicest 
fruits will grow, the case is plain, they 
can silence the stamps that provide n 
thousand tons a few inches of which on 
the surface is barrenness nnd death. And 
so, without some intervention, mining is 
doomed. 
We appeal from tbe fiat that has gone 
forth. In the name of the intrepid 


thousands wbo are struggling to live,and 
look to the government to investigate 
their claims to justice, we ask that Con­ 
gress make au appropriation, and that 
commissioners learned in tbe law and 
civil tngiueering be employed to devise 
ways and means that mining may con­ 
tinue, that damages may bo lquidated 
aud thegoldeu stream again be made to 
flow for tbe revival of business and tbe 
enriching of tbe country.—San Francis­ 
co Miners Advocate.

everything we do is ou the square. That 
parade was principally on the square, es­ 
pecially so wbpn marching in files of four. 
It was thcu four men wide and four men 
deep, with an additional small boy as a 
guide maiker. When the “Swift luvin- 
cible Flambeau Club" wheeled from 
Mariposa laioJ street at tbe Posioifice, 
it took them three quarters of a—second 
to pass a given poiut according to Marke- 
wiiz’ clock iu the cupola of tbe Hutchin­ 
son block, aud wheu the head of the 
column reached the front wheel of Pack­ 
ard's dray the tail of the procession was 
whisking into the axle grease of the hub 
of tbe biud wheel. The only tliiug that 
wo saw commensurate wi»h the grand­ 
iloquent tule of the “S. I. F. C." was 
ilia: azure expanse of necktie which 
“ Moses” Rhodes sweltered under, aud 
managed to tote from K street to the 
Opera House without calliug ou the grand 
old party to help hold up his bands. We 
do uot know what Mr. Swift thought of 
the “S. I. F. C.,” but we thought from 
the glitter in lm eye th it he was pos­ 
sessed of a deep, soul yearning desire to 
pack the club clear away from both 
rivers and drown it iu a slough, as he 
would a purblind canine. 
In was doubtless this desire, rankling, 
as it mu-d have been, in his soul, that 
prevented him from mskiug a creditable 
speech. However, the “ S. I. F. C.” 
fell iuto line, marched like a hand of 
ducks limiting water, umt escorted the 
not ihles down to the Opera House where 
Dr. 1’cJlar introduced Mr. Swift, aud 
he proceeded with the argument for the 
defease. He, like nmuy another one, 
began by compliuientiug Fresno ou its 
growth of ten years, and dwelt upon 
what we have achieved in the face of 
factitious opposition iu the legislatures 
and au unsympathetic Supreme Coart. 
He was delighted to knew that wo had 
achieved an E1en; was in favor of keep­ 
ing it so, hut didn’t knew just what 
ought to be done to perpetuate this re­ 
demption of the desert. His ide&9 upon 
this matter, further than that lie wished 
to say something to catch irrigators’ 
votes, whs decidedly nebulous ami very 
crude. 
He went into a loug defen-e of his 
Spriug Valley water fee of $25,DUO, and 
convinced tbe audience that he got the 
fee whether he earue 1 it or uot. lie did 
not, however, explain anything about 
bis illations to bis father’s estate, uor 
why h« made bis recent payment of a 
claim that he had refuse! to admit the 
validity of. He stated that Demncrats 
had becu wauling to look at tbe book9 
for several years, and that when the 
inouey was counted it was within five 
cents of what the books stated the 
amount to he—therefore th a proved the 
ltepublicaua were honest--hut lie failed 
to state that au examination of tbe books 
to see whether the entries were correct 
has already developed tbe fact that sev­ 
eral millious have been stolen and false 
entries m tde to m ike the hooks balance. 
He then took u trip to Cuina, and 
gave the sudieuoc a lesson concerning 
the geographical location of Casbgar anil 
its relations to the literature of the Ar­ 
abian Night*. He was sent to Cbi a to 
secure a certain treaty. The govern­ 
ment had seat two other gentlemen—of 
the ooilege professor hraud of statesmen, 
as a mere form—to fill out tbo commit­ 
tee, and he knew that iie had all the 
work to do, so he just told tbe Emperor 
of China that be bad been sent over af­ 
ter that treaty, and that if they didn't 
have it ready by a certain day that he 
would get real mad and go home, and 
that the United States would get mad 
too. This was too much—the wrath of 
the United States aud tbe “ cold bluff” 
of John F. Swift—aud the Emperor trot- 
trd out that treaty in uu time at all, 
begged Swift to accept it aud taka it 
home with him. 
JI«* next explained how he put up the 
Dolly Vurdeu ticket, all by himself, aud 
pick- d honest men that the people had 
confidence in to break up a ring. He 
said, “I put Washington Bartlett at tbe 
head of tbo ticket and myself at the tail," 
and, from the tone of hia speech and the 
way he floundered into tbe depths when 
trying to explain hia record, it would 
appear that they bore about the name 
relative positions, of “Bartlett at the 
head and Swift at the tail,” in tbe pres­ 
ent campaign, and that thus far no dis­ 
position had been manifested of trying to 
turn around and back Swift in ahead of 
Bartlett. 
Ho wanted the pcoplo uot to vote for 
Bartlett, hut for Swift, and if they 
wouldn't do that, then please vote for Dr. 
O'Donnell. With this touching appeal 
he gave way for Oregon Sanders ot Vi­ 
salia, the gentleman who tried to g*tthe 
Los Angeles Convention to adopt the 
American pint form, but did not succeed. 
He appealed for votes for Swift, aud then 
paid bis respects to the American party, 
and eaid no exigency existed warranting 
such a move; that it was impossible to 
stop immigration. Armies nor treaties 
could uot prevent it. 
It would Httcm that Mr. Sanders has 
experienced a change of heart siuori he 
was advocating opposite principles nt Los 
Angelo*. His speech was short und ouly 
helped to emphasize the fact that it was 
the liaal flouaderingi of a candidate 
whose record drags him down, and who 
stares the cold fuct iu the face that the 
waters of political oblivion will over­ 
whelm him ou the second day of Novem­ 
ber. 
A Spirit lea*» C nnipnlRii. 
The campaign on the part of the Re­ 
publican party, though it started uut un­ 
der the inspiration of a two thousand dol­ 
lar champagne jamboree, has dwindled 
down to a spiritless & flair. There ia evi­ 
dently no enthusiasm, uor will there he 
any, because the party bus been giveu 
over to tbe great corporation*, and l.as 
been placed in an attitude autugonistio 
to tbe people. Even its chcaen leader 


is dispirited. Mr. Swift looks careworn 
and haggard, disappointment burn of a 
knowledge of certain defeat can be traced 
in every lineament of his face. Ho feels 
that he is fighting against fate, aud be 
shows his feelings by Lis aotiuns. 
Two months ago wc would not have 
given a fig for tbe chances of the Democ­ 
racy carrying the State, but the over 
confidence of the Republican party which 
caused its Leaders to throw off the mask 
and place itself squarely against the peo­ 
ple upon the vital issues of the day, has 
done the work, nnd the great party lies 
prono to-day. This fact is reooguized by 
all, hence it is not wonderful that tbe 
rank and file, tbe greatest backing of all 
political parties, fails to feel juhilaut. 
To them to turn nut iu procession par­ 
takes too much the nature of funeral to 
make them feel very happy. This con­ 
dition of affairs is a little hard on the G. 
O. P., but is quite acceptable to the 
Dem crats as tin y feel certain of vict­ 
ory.—Fre.-no Rcpublioau. 


Oar people doubtless remember the 
excicement that was worked up iu Kern 
county about eight years ago over the 
supposed existence of an oil belt in the 
Buena Vista hills. A host of locations 
were made, and eventually they were 
centered iuto two companies,one known 
as the Coast Range and the other as the 
Columbian. 
The latter company pur­ 
chased as good au outfit of oil well ma­ 
chinery—cousÍ8‘.iug of engine, boiler, 
derrick aud boring tools—a* could he 
b lught in Pennsylvania, aud employed 
what they supposed to he competent 
men to bore the well#. Work was 
pushed vigorously. A well wus started 
near where the oil ran out of the ground 
in considerable quantities, and black oil 
was struck before any gn at depth was 
reached. Au analysis of this oil proved 
that a good quality of coal oil could 
be produced from it. 
But oil men do 
not consider it paying to reduce black 
oil, so this was shut off, expecting to 
lind. at a greater depth, the better qual­ 
ity known as green oil. The company 
was unsuccessful with the first well, 
aud a second one was commenced in a 
location recommended by the borers, 
wbo chimed to be experienced in tbe 
business. The site of the well was uot 
satisfaetury to those who put up tbe 
coin. It seined unreisouable to them 
tlmt a flow of oil could ha found on tbo 
side of a mountain, far above where 
any indications of its existence were 
seen 
This dissatisfaction produced a 
lack of iuterest in the enterprise, and 
as men arc not liable to sink much mon­ 
ey when they expect no return from it, 
the excitement died und with it work 
erased. Tbe machinery was hauled to 
Bakersfield, and tbu stockholders of the 
companies charged their profit and loss 
accounts with a good round sum. 
In spite of the lack ot menus of the on- 
terpiise, there is nut oue uf the former 
stock holders of the companies but what 
had j ust as much faith as to the exis­ 
tence of the oil at Ihcir claims when the 
work ceased us they had when it begun, 
dome of the mure Buuvuiue have renew­ 
ed their locations, and are patiently 
waiting the result of future develop­ 
ments. 
Besides tbe parties living here, who 
have interes:ed ihun:»elves in this oil re­ 
gion, tberc ureolh rs who have fa'tli iu 
¿bese buried treasures. Among them 
are Hamilton and DcWitt, of Tulare 
county. The former worked the surface 
claims to a profit in years goue by, pro­ 
ducing large quantities of a good quality 
of Inbricatiug oil. Through the efforts 
of these last-named gentleman, experi­ 
enced oil men have been induced to lend 
money upon this oil territory, and work 
is now goiug iiheud with cc ivity. The 
oil machinery of the Columbia Oil 
Company has been purchased by them, 
improved uppüsnces have been add.-d to 
it, aud the parties named have been 
boring for the past two months. From 
Mr. Hart, one of tbe nirtners, wc leant 
that a fine body of black oil has been 
struck. This has been carried off, and 
they are now goiug deeper iu expectation 
of finding the coveted green oil. They 
are now in a clay soil, but they have had 
so much difficulty ou account of the so l 
caving iu ou them that they have been 
compelled to stop work for a brief time 
to get powerful jacks from San Francisco 
to force the pip* through these cave». 
Wheu these arrive, Mr. Hart informs us, 
the work will be pushed with all possible 
speed. We shall watch anxiously for 
tbe result of this work— not that we have 
any interest in P, more than we know 
that when green oil is struck iu Buena 
Vista hills, Kara county will have added 
great wealth to her already wonderful 
resources.—[Kern County E;ho. 
O 7er-Prodiictlon. 
The Ban Diego Union says; ¡Some­ 
time* we hear doubts txpressed regard­ 
ing ihe outcome of Southern California 
fruit culture. The doubters think there 
¡9 danger of overdoiug it, Let us see. 
Last year Now York imported 176,500,­ 
200 oranges aud 291 956,760 lemons 
from the Mediterranean, while from 
Mexico, Central and South America and 
the West Indies 37,999,884 oranges 
were imported. Well, now, with these 
figures bafore us, we think Southern 
California viirua fruit growers need not 
be alarmed. There is surely no danger 
of their production glutting the market 
very soon. There is another product of 
Southern California that is not likely to 
reach the point of over production in 
the next half-century. We refer to the 
raisin crop. Right here iu Sau D.ogo 
county we produce the finest raisins ia 
the world. We have proved this be­ 
yond controversy. In the Cujoa val - 
ley alone, there is vineyard land enough 
for an annual output worth $5,009,000. 
And these raisins will sell us fast as 
they oau be produced. The Cajon val­ 
ley is ouly a small pari of the fine vine­ 
yard laud of this great county. Take 
the olive. El wood Cooper, at Santa 
Barbara, cAnnot make olive oil fast 
enough to supply the demand; and he 
guts the hignest prices, All of his trees 
are grown from San Diego cuttings. 
This county could reap immense profits 
from olive culture. There are thousands 
cl acres of land peculiarly adapted to 
it. Aud the world's demand is con­ 
stantly increasing, while the Eurcpenn 
supply is coustantly diminishing.

these special products—the citrus fruits, 
the raisin grape and tbe olive—there is 
tbe widest scope for profitable culture.

Los Angeles Daily H erald, always to 
the front in keeping pace with the de­ 
mands of the times, comes to us en­ 
larged to an eight-page nonpareil paper, 
containing 56 columns of reading and 
other matter.

The Los Angeles H erald caine out yes­ 
terday in its new dress as a seven-col­ 
umn twelve-pass daily. Thirteen years 
ago when the H erald w as established 
the editor of the Press assisted in get­ 
ting up the first number. 
Los Angeles 
at that time was a city of about 10,000, 
and the H erald has grown with its 
growth until now, with a population nf 
nearly 50,000, tbo H erald press throws 
oil' 5000 copies per hour to supply the 
people with the news of the world, and 
holds tbe first place as a daily record of 
events in that city. May the next thir­ 
teen years do as well for the city and its 
able representative, the H erald, as tbe 
past. 


F reu cls P ru n e s. 
At the real estate ottioe of G. A. Botr- 
ford in Visalia may be seen a small, 
forked twig, not more tban five or six 
inches iu leuglh, on which are more 
tban forty pruucs. This is from Briggs 
orchard, aud is of the French pruue ov- 
riety. Mr. Briggs ha* a large portion of 
bis orchard plant*d to prune trees, now 
three years old, aud they will produce 
this year an average of 200 pounds per 
tree. The specimen spoken of is from a 
throe year-old tree. The fruit from one 
tree which was picked last week weighed 
366 pounds, aud thero are others ot the 
same age that have 400 pouuds ou their 
bendiug branches. Tue fruit ¡9 excellent 
and is being dried for market, arrange­ 
ments having been made for thus prepar­ 
ing tbe fruit ou an extensive scale. In 
tbe Santa Clara valley, where Mr. 
Briggs nlso has an orchard, ten pounds 
of prunes from a three-year-old tree is 
considered a good yield. State Inspector 
of Fruit Bests, Klee, who was in Visalia 
a few day ago and visited Mr. Briggs’ 
orchard, was astonished at their wonder­ 
ful productiveness, which be had never 
seen equalled. Tulare county is well 
adapttd for the growing of nil atone 
fruits, suob hs peaches, apricots, uectu 
riuea, plums, etc., aud no part of the 
State is better suited for pruues.—San 
Joaquiu Valley Resources.
